The Boston & Maine work train on 


which the fatal accident occurred left 
the local' yards ahout 7 o'clock

Ayer Junction, whero some work was 
to be done. Mr. Stewart had charge 
of the crew on the train. At Middle- 
sex Village a 
stop was made to 
change some- cars and take on addi- 
tional equipment with which.to do the 
day's work. The train had started up 
again when another signal was given 
to stop. It seems that Mr. Stewart 
was standing at the end of the -cars 
and he warned his men to "watch out" 
before the engine'threw, off,the power. 
'Instead of stopping gradually.- it. is 


claimed, the. train .slackened its speed 
so suddenly that 
Mr. Stewart 
%vas 


thrown from, his position between two 
of the cars under the wheels. Before 
Iho train could be brought to a slop 
at least two .cars had passed over the 
body, it was said by 'witnesses. When

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REVISED SHIPPING BILL 


Th« ship purchase bill for 
the 


restoration of the American Merchant 
Marine on the basts 
of 
temporary 


government ownership was one ot the 
few measures on which the govern- 
ment was defeated during 
the 
last 


term of congress. It is far and away 
the most important business measure 
before the country-at the present time 
and the greatest interest is manifested 
in its re-introduction into the house 
today. It has been 
formally 
Intro- 


duced by Chairman.,Alexander of the 
committee on merchant 
marine and 


fisheries, and though a strenuous, figm 
IB anticipated, the country expects the 
bill to pass, though practically in an 
amended form. 


Many changes have been made to 


meet the objections that defeated the 
measure list season. Provisions are 
made for a "United States shipping 
board" of five members with the sec- 
retaries of the navy and of commerce 
ex officio: All matters affecting the 
restoration and conduct of the mer- 
chant marine are to come under the 
jurisdiction of this hoard, of 
which 


not more than three'members shall be 
of -ona political party. The idea has 
been to establish a restored merchant 
marine on the basis of a restored sys- 
tem of finance, though many interests 


: are unalterably opposed to the prin- 


ciple of 
government ownership 
of 


transportation in any form. 


It has been known from the first 


that the-government favored govern- 
ment ownership 
only when 
private 


ownership'failed to come up tp expec- 
tations. The opportunity for private 
co-operation passed without any ac- 
tion hiving been taken, and the gov- 
ernment reluctantly decided jto take

marine controversy had gone, forward

whether Germany would make any re- 
ply. It was intimated in German cir- 
cles that

might not consider an answer neces- 
sary. 


The text of the note, made public 


last night, shows 
that the 
United 
States accents the 
German promises, 


that submarine warfare in the future 
will be altered to conform with rec- 
ognized rules of international law. It 
Insists, however, that Germany must 
not consider her respect' for rights of 
American citizens on the high seas 
contingent on the conduct of any oth- 
er belligerent with whom the United 
States roay be negotiating. 
: 


"Responsibility in such matters is 


single not joint; absolute, not rela- 
tive," says the note. 


Secretary Lansing gave out a state- 


ment explaining that a large part of 
the latest German reply dealt 
with 


Questions concerning the ^conduct of 
other belligerents which the American 
government could not discuss with the 
Berlin government. 
Ho stated, how- 


ever, that he considered Germany had 
"yielded to our representations," and 
that "we can have no reason to Quar- 
rel with her" so long as the altered 
submarine policy Is not violated.

at Flanders for Many Months- 
Had Many Narrow Escapes 


An interesting letter has been re- 


ceived by. Mrs. J. B. Larivee of 
191 
papa street from her brother. Grena- 
dier H. Leblanc, who is now fighting 
jn the trenches of France under Brit- 
ish colors, being a member of a Cana- 
dian regiment. 
The young man tells 


of narrow escapes he had from being 
hilled by German bullets, and says 
life In ihe trenches is great sport. His 
letter, which Is dated Flanders, April 
12,' is in part as: follows: 


My Dear Sister: 
Just a few lines 


to let you know that I am well and 
6tll! In the field. Although I had quite 


' a few narrow escapes I have thus far 


pulled through without the slightest 
injury and also without missing beins 
In the' trenches for even one day. 
I 


.would like to be able to tell you all 
about life in the trenches, but the cen- 
£ors are very strict. I may say, how- 
ever, that life hero is pretty rough 
at times, but we are accustomed to it 
now and think It's great sport, and 1 
am wondering' what the hoys in Low- 
ell do for-excitement. I can also safe- 
ly state that the trenches is no place 
for love-making. 
I am now enjoyment a well earned 
rest after having participated in one 
of the roughest bombardments seen 


terms" with the Germans and listen 
to this, for this Is simply to give you 
a little idea of how they are trying 
to gain our "friendship." First, they 
give us a volley from their 
trench 


mortars and then from their famous 
77 m.m rifles, this being all "friendly" ] 
stuff. 
This is generally followed by 


a volley from the coal-box and 
the 


famous Jack Johnson artillery guns, 
which last between four and five hours 
and believe me this is real sport. De- 
spite a large number of these "friend- 
ly encounters." or better known as 
latest European sports.

Text of President's Reply to Germany 


WASHINGTON, May 0.—Following is the 


test- of the 
note cabled yesterday by Sec. 


Lansing to Ambassador Gerard at Berlin, with 
instructions to deliver it to the German minister 
of foreign affairs: 


"The note of the Imperial German govern- 


ment under date of May 4, 1916, has received 
careful consideration by the government of the 
United States. It is especially noted as indi- 
cating the purpose, of the Imperial government 
as to the future that it 'is prepared to'do its 
utmost to confine the operation of the war for 
the rest of its duration to the fighting fortes-of 
the belligerents' and that it is determined to 
impose upon all its commanders at sea ihe 
limitations of ihe recognized rules of interna- 
tional law upon which the government of the 
United States has insisted. 


ACCEPTANCE OP PROMISE 


"Throughout the months which have elapsed 


since the Imperial government announced on 
Feb. 4, 1915, its submarine policy, now happily 
abandoned, the government of the United States 
has been constantly guided and restrained by 
motives of friendship in its patient efforts to 
bring to an amicable settlement 
the critical 


questions arising from that policy. 


"Accepting 
the 
Imperial 
government's 


declaration of its abandonment of the policy 
which has so seriously menaced the good rela- 
tions between the two countries, the govern- 
ment of the United States will .rely upon a 


scrupulous execution henceforth of the now 
altered policy of the Imperial government such 
as will remove the principal danger to an inter- 
ruption of the good relations existing between 
the United States and Germany. 


NOT DEPENDENT ON THIRD PARTY 


"The 
government of 
the 
United 
States 


feels it necessary to state that it takes it for 
granted that the Imperial German government 
does not intend to imply that the maintenance 
of its newly announced policy is in any way 
contingent upon the course or result of diplo- 
matic negotiations between the United States 
and any other, belligerent government, notwith- 
standing the fact that certain passages in the 
Imperial government's- note of the 4th instant 
might appear to be susceptible of that con- 
struction. 


CANNOT 
ENTERTAIN CONDITION 


"In order, however, to avoid any possible 


misunderstanding, the government of the United 
States notifies the Imperial government that it 
cannot for a moment entertain, much less dis- 
cuss, a suggestion that respect by 
German 


naval authorities for the rights of citizens of 
the United States upon the higbAseas should iu 
any way or in the slightest degree be made 
contingent upon the conduct of any government 
affecting the lights of neutrals and noncom- 
batants. 
Responsibility in such matters is 


single, not joint; absolute, not relative."

It is far and away 
the most imporlant business measure^ 
before the country at the present time 
and the greatest Interest Is manifested 
in it's rc-introduciion into the house 
today.

duced by Chairman Alexander of the 
committee on merchant marine and j,eartache later on. 
, fisheries, and though a..strenuous fight 
is anticipated, the country expects the 
bill to pass, though practically in an 
amended form.

The corporation shall cease to 
exist within five years after the end 
of the European war and all its prop- 
erty, with" the'exception 
of vessels 


which are designed primarily as naval 
auxiliaries and army transports shall 
be sold and the proceeds, turned into 
the. treasury. The corporation will be 
capitalized at ?50,000.000.

Mr. Russell reminds me of 


the fact that Curry Folcy, the famous 
pitcher of the Lowell team between 
1812 and 1876 was one of the earliest 
of curve 'ball piichers, for the first 
curve was heard from either in the 
flatter 60's or the early 70's, and hence 
Curry was one of the first to take 
on the new form of pitching.

Lowell Man Has Been in Trenches 


at Flanders for Many Months- 
Had Many Narrow Escapes 


An Interesting letter has been re- 


ceived by Mrs. J. B. Larivea of 13 
Dana street firom her brother. Grena- 
dier. H. Leblanc. who is now lighting 
in the trenches of France under Brit- 
ish colors, being a member of a Cana- 
dian regiment. The young man tells 
of i narrow escapes he had from being 
killed by German bullets, and says 
life in the trenches is great sport. His 
letter, which Is dated Flanders, April 
12, is In part as follows: 


My Dear -Sister: Just a few lines 


to let you know that I am well and 
still in the field. . Although I had quite- 
a few narrow escapes 1 have thus far 
pulled, through without the slightest 
Injury and also without missing being 
In the trenches for even one day. I 
'would like to be able to tell you all 
about life in the trenches, but the cen- 
sors are very strict. I may say, how- 
ever, that life here Is pretty rough 
at times, but we are accustomed to it 
now and think it's great sport, and I 
am wondering what the boys in Low- 
ell do for excitement. I can also safe- 
ly state that the trenches is no place 
for love-making. 
I am now enjoyment a well earned 
rest after having participated in one 
of tho roughest bombardments seer 
here so far. 
"VVo are on the "best of 


terms" with the Germans and listen 
to this, for this is simply to give you 
a little idea, of how they are trying 
to gain our "friendship." 
First, they 


give us a volley from their trench 
mortars and then from their famous 
77 m.m rifles, this being all "friendly" 
stuff. 
This is generally followed by 


a volley from the coal-box and 
the 


famous Jack Johnson artillery guns, 
which last between four and five hours 
and believe me this Is real sport. De- 
spite a large number of these "friend- 
ly encounters," or better known as 
latest European sports, I am still alive 
and unharmed, although a little tired. 


I expect a short leave of absenco 


soon and if luck 
favors 
me I will 


spend'my furlough in England, and I 
hope I will not be called back to my 
company two days after I leave, as it 
happened during my last furlough. As 
soon as. I reach England I will write 
a longer letter and 
tell 
you more 


about life In the trenches. 
The young man then writes about 


family affairs and concludes by stating 
that if he remains in the trenches an- 
other year he will have enough ma- 
terial for a mighty Interesting book.

Text of President's Reply to Germany 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—Following is the 


text of the noie cabled yesterday by Sec. 
Lansing to Ambassador Gerard at Berlin, with 
instructions to deliver it to the German minister 
of foreign affairs: 


"The note of tho Imperial German govern- 


ment under date of May 4, 191G, has received 
careful consideration by the government of the 
United States. 
It is especially noted as indi- 


cating the purpose of the Imperial government 
as to tho future that it 'is prepared (o^do its 
utmost to confine the operation of the war for 
the rest of its duration to the fighting forces of 
the belligerents' and that it is determined to 
impose upon all its commanders at sea the. 
limitations of the recognized rules of interna- 
tional law upon which the government of the 
United Stales has insisted. 


ACCEPTANCE OF PROMISE 


"Throughout the months which have elapsed 


since 'the Imperial government announced on 
Feb. 4, 1915, its submarine policy, now happily 
abandoned, the government of the United States 
has been constantly guided and restrained by 
motives of friendship in its patient efforts to 
bring to an amicable settlement the critical 
questions arising from that policy. 


"Accepting 
the 
Imperial 
government's 


declaration of its abandonment of the policy 
which has so seriously menaced the good rela- 
tions between the two countries, the govern- 
ment of the United States will rely upon a 


scrupulous execution henceforth of the now 
altered policy of the Imperial government such 
as will remove the principal danger to an inter- 
ruption of the good relations existing between 
the United Slates and Germany. 


NOT DEPENDENT ON THIRD PARTY 


"The 
government of the United States' 


feels it necessary to state that it takes it for 
granted that the Imperial German government 
does not intend to imply that the maintenance 
of its newly announced policy is in any. way 
contingent upon the course or result of diplo- 
matic negotiations between the Uniled States 
and any other belligerent government, notwith- 
standing the fact that certain passages iu the 
Imperial government's note of the 4th instant 
might appear to bo susceptible of that con- 
struction. 


CANNOT 
ENTERTAIN 
CONDITION 


"In order, however, to avoid any possible 


misunderstanding, the government of the United 
States notifies the Imperial government that it 
cannot for a moment entertain, much less dis- 
cuss, a suggestion that respect by German 
naval authorities for the rights of citizens of 
the United States upon'the high seas should in 
any way or iu the slightest degree be made 
contingent upon the conduct of any government 
affecting the rights -of neutrals and noucoro- 
batants. 
Responsibility in such matters is 


single, not joint; absolute, not relative."
